Crevolin Loses 
Racing License 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 2 (UP) 
-—Andy Crevolin, owner of this 
year’s Kentucky Derby winner, 
Determine, lost his California 
racing license today. The Cali- 
fornia Horse Racing Boar® sus- 
pended Crevolin indefinitely for 
conduct detrimental*to racing. 
The suspension followed an 


investigation by stewards at Del 
Mar race track into Crevolin’s 
statements to a Kentucky ,thor- 
oughbred publication, The Blood- 
Horse, that he did not try to win 
with his horses the first few 
times they entered races. 

The stewards conducting their 
investigation at the request of 
the racing board and trrned 
over the testimony they took 
to the board. 

The evidence was then given 
to Assistant Attorney General 
William V. O’Connor to study 
preliminary to a hearing by the 
racing board. The hearing was 
set for Sept. 27 at the board's 
offices here. 

Crevolin last week claimed 
that he made his statements to 
two representatives of the Ken- 
tucky publication “in a spirit of 
conviviality” and thought they 
would be aken in that light. 

The Alhambra, Calif., turf- 
man’s statements, however, were 
recorded and used as the basis 
for an article in the turf pub- 
lication. 

In addition to his statement 
that he let his horses gain ex- 
perience in races without push- 
ing them to win, Crevolin said 
that he saw a race at Arlington 
Park earlier this year in which 
none of the riders made a real 
effort to win.

Where else would it 
be expected that a man would be cleared by a 
Navy security board only to have an appeals 
board reverse the action without even hearing 
the defendant's arguments? The sequel to that, 
however, must have given Mr. Chasanow assur- 
ance that he still was in a free and democratic 
country. His neighbors spoke up in his defensé 
and there was another board of review invésti- 
gation which found him to be “an above aver- 


age loyal American citizen.”

Smith now says that the unidentified accusers 
who linked Mr. Chasanow with suspected sub- 
versives have done him a “grave injustice.” 
They certainly did it in an irresponsible manner, 
for they were not under oath. Mr. Smith ex- 
plains that some experts argue that in a loyalty 
investigation “if you insist on sworn testimony 
you won't get any evidence at all.” The case of 
Mr. Chasanow raises the question whether un- 
sworn evidence that turns out to be false is

Weathermen and the Wind 
The wild Atlantic hurricane that tore through 
New England ripped a destructive path at least 
comparable to that of the 1938 hurricane in the 
same region. Estimates of property damage 
range upwards to $500,000,000. Some observers 
report the storm was the most destructive in 


so. But the big difference between this storm 
and the one of 16 years ago can best be meas- 
uréd in the death tolk In 1938 the wind seem- 
ingly roared out from nowhere; there was no 
warning, and more than 600 persons perished. 

This time, fortunately, the storm had been 
carefully followed by the Weather Bureau's hur- 
ricane warning service. It even had a name, 
Carol. As early as last Friday, reconnaisance 
aircraft equipped with radar tracked it off the 
Florida coast. Meteorologists in Miami and 
Washington and Boston kept a close and anx- 
ious watch as Carol crept north past the Caro- 
lina capes and gave no sign of veering out to sea. 

When it plunged head-on into the densely pop- 
ulated northeast, its arrival had been heralded. 
Thousands of people vacationing along the ex- 
posed seashore evidently had sufficient time to 
seek high ground and shelter, for fewer than 
55 lives were lost. 

Considering the storm's intensity and that it 
struck at a time when the beaches and resorts 
were still packed with vacationists, the death 
toll was remarkably lew. And for this thanks 
to the men of the Weather Bureau all along the 
Atlantic Coast.
